South, leaving in their wake hundreds 
of dead and mangled bodies and the 
dismantled wrecks of property worth 
many millions. 
An exact list of the dead and an 
accurate estim ate of the monetary 
loss may not be completed for many 
clays, but from all along the path of 
the storm come tales of fearful loss 
of life and descriptions of whole towns 
and villages completely wiped out. 
Dispatches gathered throughout the 
South indicate that from 75 to IOO 
people were killed in the storm. The 
number of injured is probably three 
times as great. 
The storm, w hich reached the South 
from the upper Mississippi valley, left 
its 
scar on 
Mississippi, 
Arkansas, 
Kentucky, 
Alabama, 
Missouri 
and 
more remote states, but Tennessee 
perhaps suffered the most severely. 
It is substantiated that sixty people 
were killed in that state. 
The storm wave seems to have had 
its origin in the North and swept 
from the lake region south in irregu­ 
lar fashion, now moderating its force 
as though spent, now growing more 
turbulent and angry. 
The state of Tennessee was an espe­ 
cially heavy sufferer. 
Careful esti­ 
mates indicate that at least fifty peo­ 
ple were killed in the Volunteer state 
alone, while the monetary loss will 
not fall short of a million. 
Hillsboro 
is said to be practically destroyed. 
At Centerville and adjoining villages 
the damage is reported heavy, both 
in lives and property. 
Near Pulaski, 
in Giles county, the death list reached 
twelve. 
Many were injured. 


Followed the Cumberland Valley. 
The hurricane followed the Cum­ 
berland valley, wrecking small towns 
and destroying farmhouses. 
At Eho- 
nezer eighteen houses were blown 
down. 
At Knoxville the greatest dam­ 
age was from interference with com­ 
merce. 
At Fayetteville three are known to 
have perished. 
At Cuba many houses were blown 
down. 
At Gilestown not even a shed was 
left standing. 
No fatalities were re­ 
ported from these last two places, 
but information is meager. 
Memphis reports heavy loss from 
towns within a radius of IOO miles 
in three states. 
At Horn Bake, Miss., 18 lives were 
lost. 
Property damage was 
heavy. 
From neighboring towns come tales of 
men, women and children killed and 
homes wrecked. 
The tornado swept over into Arkan­ 
sas and killed eight persons near 
Mammoth Springs, besides wrecking 
a score of buildings. 
Other points in 
Arkansas report heavy loss. 
Atlanta and most of Georgia es­ 
caped with only slight property loss. 
But two young people, a brother and 
sister, lost their lives here by the 
capsizing of a rowboat in a sudden 
squall. 
Striking Alabama and headed in a 
southeasterly direction, the hurricane 
continued on its cruise of destruction.

much colder than this but the record is 
th at only about a foot of snow fell, 
though what fell piled up in high drifts. 
On April 22 and 23, 1893, the weather

The storm began Wed­ 
nesday morning and snowed almost in­ 
cessantly until Friday morning.

OLDEST INHABITANTS SILENCED 


Nothing LINO it at This Season 


in the History of White Peo­ 


ple in Brainerd 


The oldest inhabitants of Brainerd 
acknowledge that the 
like of this 
week’s storm at this season of the 
year is unprecedented in the history of 
the county. There have beeen snows lat­ 
er in the season than this but never be­ 
fore, since the white man came has 
there been so long continued and ’so 
heavy a snow fall so late in the spring. 
I. U. White, who has been a resident 
of Brainerd since before trie railroad 
came says it has got his records beat a 
mile. 
Several have spoken of the storm of 
1892 as its equal. That storm accord­ 
ing to the old files of the Dispatch was 
equally as severe, and perhaps much 
worse, but it occurred nearly six weeks 
earlier in the season, on the 9th, 10th 
and lith of March. 
That storm was 
much colder than this but the record is 
that oidy about a foot of snow fell, 
though what fell piled up in high drifts. 
On April 22 and 23, 1893, the weather 
clerk gave, according to the files of the 
same paper, “ a grand, hilarous gym­ 
nastic exhibition of 
lovely 
spring 
weather which puts in the shade any­ 
thing within the memory of the oldest 
inhabitant.” The storm began Wed­ 
nesday morning and snowed almost in­ 
cessantly until Friday morning. 
Fully 
20 inches of snow fell and piled in great 
drifts. 
Nearly everyone prophesied that the 
storm would break Friday afternoon 
and for a while it looked like it. The 
promise failed to materialize, however, 
and it snowed during most of the night 
and all the snow which fell drifted be­ 
fore a sharp northwest wind. Some of 
the heavies^ snow fall of the storm was 
between the hours of 6 and 9 this fore­ 
noon. Train No. 5, on the main line of 
the Northern Pacific, west from St. 
Paul, was so late that No. 14 did not 
wait for it at Staples this morning and 
Brainerd and other towns on this line 
failed to receive any mail from the 
twin cities and the east. 


Dally Mail Service Between Pe- 


quot and Cross Lake

The discontinuance of the 
route from the Brainerd office will 
make it necessary for quite a number 
of patrons who are now served by box 
delivery on the route by the stage to 
get their mail at Ossipee or at the post­ 
office irr this city.
